Yet as 
well might every nd be i, inase 
as we have already shown—the observance of | 
any one does not depend upon our own moral en- 
ergies. 

But our philosopher had a still more serious | 
objection to bring “‘against the world’s last 
benefactor: accordingly, the lowly Jesus was 
actually accused of intolerance. Blush sceptic, 
blush for thy brother; and confess that prejudice, 
ignorance and injustice, are not confined to the 
believer. ‘this charge was authorized, in the 
opinion of the lecturer, by the sentence paseed 
on those who believe the Messiah. ‘‘He that 
believeth shall be saved, but he that believeth 
not, shall be damned.’’ But does the gentleman 
not know that these words, properly understood, 
eontain no denunciation against unbelievers? 
They simply state a fact. They express the 
consequences that would attend the two differ- 
ent states of mind. While one class would en- 
joy the privileges of the Christian community, 
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the other would remain under the disadvantages 
of the heathen state. The former would be 
*“eaved from vice and misery, by the purifying 
influences of the gospel,—the latter, would 
‘suffer’ from the effects of ignorance and su- 
perstition. Wall not the orator himself tell his au 
ditors, that his principles and views are ealcu- 
lated to render mankind happy,——to “*ave™ ihem 
from error and sin; but that if they retein their 
present wrong notions, they will be “condemned 
to suffer from the practical effects of them?

But the lecturer, it seems, could not help ac- ) 
knowledging that Jesus was a very good sort of | 
aman;tiat he was a very excellent character | 
for one who was such an enthusiast; and 
though, like all other men, he was sometimes 
wrong, his errors were those of the head, and | 
not of the heart. Excellent casuist. But mark! 
Ii the Messiah was not divinely commissioned 
to reveal the word of truth; if he dd not actual- | 
ly ** work miracles,"’ and thereby prove that | 
his doctrine came from heaven--then, | say he 
was not a good man; then h s errors, or false doc- 
trines, were not these of the head, but of the 
heart; then he was a deceiver, an impostor, and 
a liar! The goodness of his character, and the 
truth of hie religion, must stand or fall together 
His was no common character; there was no 
medium in it. If his doctrines were true—and 
he knew whether they were or not-—he was in- 
deed a good man; but if they were false, then 
the whole of his mimetry was a tissue of decep 
tion, of arrogant presumption, and of blasphemy! 
it is therefore a positive contradiction to say 
that Jesus was a good man; if he promulgated a 
false religion! Let the sceptic, if he has any re- 
gard to consistency, look to this, and he will 
find himself compelled to examine the ground on 
which he stands. 

It is, I believe, a curious fact, and one deserv- 
ing of notice in this connection, that no deist or 





| atheist can be found who is generally acknow- 


ledged to be well acquainted with the evidences 
in favor of christianitynot one who has indus- 
triously and critically examined all the agree- 
mente in support of the authenticity of ihe sacred 
scriptures. Nether Gibbon nor Paine dared to 
reply to Watson; and I know not that a single 
infidel or sceptic has ever had the courage to 
answer ‘*Paley’s Evidences." Dr. Franklin, it 
is wellknown, was a long time subject to scepti- 
cal impressions; but the philosopher was too 
honest not to confess (as he did to Dr. Priest- 
ley) that he had not carefully examined the sub- 
ject. If every unbeliever in christian ty were as 
consc-entious o8 tie venerable Franklin was, I 
believe we should have similar acknowledg- 
ments from ali ofthem. It is not unimportant 
here to add, that some books, furnished by Dr 
Priestley, appear to have operated an entire 
change in the religious views of the American 
philosopher. On a comparison of dates, I have 
recently discovered that, about two years after 
the above acknowledgment was made, Doctor 
Franklin moved, in his place in Congress, that 
the chaplain of the House should be requested 
to address the throne of Grace every morning 
during their deliberations. While urging his 
reasons in support of the motion, the Doctor 
casually adverted to his belief in the christian |

In reference to the religion of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, the editor of the Essex Gazette, who is a 
member of the Society of Friends, holds the fol- |
